REDS ACCEPT U.N. TERMS 
Kansas Cities Stricken by Record Floods 


Raging Water 
Tightens Grip 
On Wide Area 
Proclaim State of 
Emergency; Nation 
Rallies to Send Aid 
KANSAS CITY— (AP) — 


Paralyzing flood waters tight- 
ened their grip on the Kansas 
City metropolitan area of 
900,000 persons today and 
threatened new destruction. 


A state of emergency was 


proclaimed. 


The nation sent help from 


coast to coast for the stricken 
twin cities of Kansas City, 
Mo., and Kansas City, Kan., 
and the eastern half of the 
state of Kansas. 


Flooded fuel tanks touched 


off fires that added to the 
devastation. 


Three major industrial 


districts in the Kansas City 
area were inundated. 


The surging waters of the Mis- 


souri and Kansas rivers threatened 
two other heavily industrialized 
sections—North Kansas City and 
Fairfax. Both' districts were evac- 
uated. 


Waters from the Missouri river 


began pouring into the Fairfax 
district early today. 


Businesses Closed 


All non-essential businesses not 


in the flooded areas were ordered 
to close. 


Floods over Kansas and Mis- 


souri during the past week have 
caused at least 13 deaths. Many 
persons were missing but because 
of the thousands of refugees close 
checks were impossible. 


Maj. Gen. Lewis Pick, chief of 


the army engineers, who made .a 
huried trip here from Washing- 
ton, told reporters damage in Kan- 
sas may run over $500,000,000. 


"One of the reasons I am here," 


he said, "is that President Tru- 
man asked me to come to see what 
can be done to restore normal 
conditions.'1

department to kill thistles along 
county roads will put a crimp in 
blackberry picking.

The spray they are using is atla- 
cide and- is considered toxic to 
humans and animals. Also, farmers 
who are spraying their own weed 
patches generally arc using 2-4-D, 
another, toxic substance.

500,000 Fall on Stairs 


Since falls on stairs account for 


about 10 per cent of the 5,000,pOO 
home accidents each' year, safety 
xperls urge special care in stair 
lonstruction. Highly polished bare 
'ood treads are escpecially dan- 
gerous. For this reason many arch-, 
tects recommend that treads be 
covered with tile because of its 
anti-slip properties. Firm handrails 
are necessary for stair safety and 
no staircase should be steeper than 
36 degrees, architects say. Treads 
should be uniformly 10 inches wide, 
risers 71,- inches high. A small 
light at top and bottom steps is 
an added precaution against falls. 


Safety-First Habits 


The danger of falls can be fur- 


ther reduced by safety-first habits. 
A notably careless habit is to set 
a package or object on the stair- 
way as a reminder to take it up 
or downstairs.

From the standpoint of human 


beings insects are both beneficial 
and harmful. Some, like bees, help 
to pollinate fruit trees so that 
they will bear more of what we 
eat and even supply a food of their 
own—honey. The harmful or an- 
noying aspects of insect life are, 
however, more apparent a good 
part of the time: the diseases or 
irritations spread by lice, mosqui- 
toes, or flies. 


It would be Ideal if we had some 


poison which would destroy the 
dangerous or unpleasant insects 
and not harm the others but this 
happy prospect seems rather dim. 
Also some of the insects have 
qualities which we consider both 
good and bad. 


During the war, however, an 


insect poison—DDT—was devel- 
oped which has remarkable quali- 
ties and which (is now so widely 
used that many questions have 
been raised not only about its use 
against insects but also its possi- 
ble harmful action on human be- 
ings. 


DDT has undoubtedly been re- 


sponsible already for the preven- 
tion of many cases of disease and 
death. It has been used exten- 
sively against mosquitoes and is 
therefore to be credited with 
bringing such diseases as malaria 


Both Bette Davis and 


and yellow fever under control to 
a certain extent It has also been 
most effective In killing lice on 
hundreds of thousands, of people 
when this was needed quickly to 
stamp out typhus. 


Is there any danger to human 


beings ? For the person constantly 
exposed to heavy doses there are 
precautions. So far as ordinary 
household use is concerned I can 
do no better than quote the state- 
ment of the committee which re- 
cently studied the subject and re- 
ported In the Journal of the 
American Medical Association: 


"DDT 
is a highly effective and 


useful Insecticide and it Is not 
likely to, cause poisoning unless' 
carelessly used. DDT f insecticides 
should never be stored in food 
cupboards or 
medicine chests 


where there is likelihood of con- 
tamination or mistaken use. 
COVER UP 


"All exposed foods, utensils and 


working areas must be covered 
when kitchen and dining areas are 
being sprayed. Children's toys or 
cribs and rooms occupied by sick 
people should not be sprayed. Use 
of oil solutions on household pets 
should be avoided and DDT pow- 
derj should be used only where

when your partner opens the king 
of a suit in which you hold a dou- 
bleton. You hopefully play the 
higher card of your doubleton, and 
follow with the lower card when 
your partner takes his ace. This 
leaves you in position to trump 
the third round. Lovely, isn't it?

Provide tartness in the body of 


salads or dressing. 


Use salad greens other than 


lettuce sometimes. There's a great 
variety to choose from—chicory, 
escarole, endive, kale, spinach, 
dandelion greens, romaine, water- 
cress, Chinese cabbage, and others. 


Sprinkle orange, lemon, lime, or 


pineapple juice on such fruits as 
apples, peaches, 
and 
bananas, 


that may turn dark. 


For tossed green salads, tear 


greens in fairly large pieces or cut 
with scissors. Larger pieces give 
more body to the salad. 


Prevent wilting and sogginess 


by drying the greens used in 
salads, 
draining 
canned 
foods 


well before, adding to salad, using 
just enough salad dressing to 
moisten. 


For raw vegetable salads, add 


dressing at the last minute.

CICERO. (AP)'—Soldiers' bayo- 


nets, barbed wire barricades and 
•roving police squads formed a 
strong defense line today to main- 
tain peace and order in Cicero's 
riot front. 
* No attempts were made to 
crash the line in the area of the 
embattled a p a r t m e n t building 
Jvhere a Negro family had rented 
a flat, touching off the disorders. 


~ No Negroes live in Cicero, a 
community of 70,000 west of Chi- 
cago. 


Police broke up any small 


groups which formed last night 
within four blocks of the apart- 
ment building which had been 
stormed by a riotous mob on 
Thursday night. There also were 
disorders at the building Tuesday 
and Wednesday, before arrival of 
the soldiers. 


70 Arrested 


- Persons disobeying orders to 
"keep moving" were picked up 
and taken to the Cicero police 
station. About 70 were nabbed 
during the night. Thirty-nine were 
Charged with unlawful assembly. 
The others, including 15 youths, 
were released. 


The police station was jammed 


to overflowing as friends of the 
arrested persons milled in the 
small building waiting to put up 
bond. The lockup room was crowd- 
ed beyond capacity with prisoners 
at one time. Sixty of the 72 nab- 


.bed Thursday were booked on 
various charges, including unlaw- 
ful assembly, assault and inciting 
to riot. 


Remain On Duty 


.Although comparative peace set- 


tled over the trouble zone, about 
200 of the 450 national guards- 
men and police details remained 
on duty throughout the night. 


There was no indication that 


the guardsmen were to be recalled 
until at least over the weekend. 


Police arrested 72 persons after 


Thursday night's rioting in which 
guardsmen and police had battled 
a frenzied mob for more ,than two 
hours. Twenty three persons, in- 
cluding soldiers and policemen, 
were injured. A crowd of more 
than 5,000 was at the scene. 


It was different last night. Only 


a few hundred persons ventured 
outside the defense 
perimeter. 


Soldiers and policemen patrolled 
both Inner and outer defense areas 
and kept persons from congrega- 
ting. 


Barbed Wire Defense 


Triple strand barbed wire was 


strung in an inner defense area 
with a radius of one block around 
the apartment building, which is 
located at 6139 West 19th St.

"no man's land'" were armed with 
tear gas charges to be used in case 
of violence.
